VILLAGE DRESS TO BE DROPPED 


A Petition ConUintaf the Names of One 


Hundred Voter* Must First Go 


To Council. 


Goshocton is preparing to. drop its 


short dresses and forever do away 
with the prefix village in its official 
utterances. 
Steps are being taken 


that will advance it to a city of the 
second class, fourth grade. 


Before the village passes, into the 


dim and misty past a petition bearing 
the names of 100 freeholders must be 
presented to council. The mayor will 
then incorporate in his proclamation 
governing the spring election that the 
people will decide at the polls, the 
first 
Monday 
in, April, whether 


they want the town made a city. If 
the vote is a majority for the pro- 
position 
an 
ordinance 
will 
be 


introduced into council advancing Co- 
shocton from its place among the vil- 
lages of Ohio to a position with the 


cities. 


"It is a very simple matter and will 


require but little outlay in the way of 
money," said 
Solicitor 
Voorhees. 


"The petition should be presented at 
the next meeting of council, and the 
mayor can then order the vote taken 
at the regular municipal election. 
This will do away with a special elec- 
tion and will save Coshocton that 
expense. The community now con- 
tains a sufficient number of people for 
advancement to a city, and a great 
many persons favor the proposition. 
It will therefore be wisdom to take 
the vote when no additional cost will 
be attached to it. 
Special elections 


require 
a 
considerable 
outlay of 


money. 


"The fact that Coshocton will be a 


city will not change Its officers, but 
there are a number of important 
points by which it will be benefited. 
More latitude is given a city than is 
accorded a village." 


The petition was prepared and cir- 


culated this morning and it is being 
liberally -signed. The required num- 
ber of names will be secured within 
the next few days and the document 
will be presented to council at the 
regularjmeeting March 5.

RIGHT OF WAY BEING TAKEN UP

An Eifiaeer Wl'l Co Over the Adamsville 


Route This Week and Make 


Report at Oace. 


The street railway situation in Co* 


shocton once more promises to assume 
an interesting form, and if half of 
the stories told are true it will not be 
many months until trolley .cars are 
flyinu across the country between this 
place and Zanesville. 


The Zanestille, Adamsville & Co- 


shocton Electric company is the last 
to claim attention. The company has 
long been before the public with the 
project and nothing in particular has 
been done, but persons in position to 
talk say the time has come for speedy 
action. 


The first move will be made this 


week when an engineer will go over 
the line and report to the officers in 
Zanesville. .He will view the project 
from every standpoint and make a re- 
port at once. On this, it is said, will 
depend in a measure the financiering 
of the project although the claim is 
made that every dollar needed to build 
the road is in sight. 


At the next regular meeting of 


council E. G. Abbott and other mem- 
bers of the company will ask for a 
franchise. The company is willing to 
take a franchise under the ordi- 
nance regulating street rail ways in Co- 
shocton. Council will receive the ap- 
plication, and will order the route ad- 
vertised the required time. Bids will 
then be taken and the bidder giving 
the city the greatest advantage will 
receive the franchise. 
As the com- 


pany in question will probably be the 
only bidder the franchise will become 
its property. The route will be the 
same as that asked by the Coshocton 
& Newcomerstown company,. Chest- 
nut street from city line to Main and 
from the junction to Water street. 
But nothing has been heard of the 
last named concern since council re- 
fused to grant the concessions it de- 
sired, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve it will be revived long enough to 
enter the field. 


Mr. Abbott is now at work securing 


right of way along the county road be^ 
tween Coshocton and West Lafay- 
ette. The company has a franchise 
in Muskingum county and theconsent 
of property owners to the West La- 
fayette line. 
Application will be 


made to the county commissioners at 
the earliest possible date for a fran- 
chise over the road connecting Coshoc- 
ton with West Lafayette- When all 
this preliminary work is done the 
company will be in position to begin 
construction provided the report of 
the engineer is such as toj show that 
it will be a paying investment. If'he 
declares against the building of the 
line the Zanesvtlle, Adamsville & Co- 
sbocton will pass out of existence as 
did the Coshocton & 
Newcomers- 


town.

Manilla, Feb. 26.—Lieutenant West, 


with a detachment of the crew of the 
Cimboat Laguna de Bay, attacked 200 
insurgents under Caballoa, near Ca- 
vinta, province of Laguna. After a 
hard fight of 40 minutes the insur- 
gents were dispersed, losing six killed 
and 14 captured. A detachment of the 
JForty-seventh volunteer infantry en- 
countered a body of insurgents in the 
province of Albay, killing 18, and sub 
sequently another body, killing nine. 
The Americans had no casualties. A 
squad of the Eighteenth United States 
infantry surprised a band of ladrones 
at Hoosln, island of Panay, killing six. 
The Americans captured five rifles. 


Rev. 
Father McKinnon, formerly 


private secretary to Archbishop Cha- 
pelle and now pastor of Ermita Cath- 
olic church, states that there are up- 
wards of 800 native priests in the Phil- 
ippines opposed to the Federal party, 
and that these would refuse to admin- 
ister the sacrament to Federalists, be- 
cause they believed the Federal party 
to oe merely a cloak for Protestant at- 
tempts to weaken the power of the 
church of Rome. 


Seiior Tavera, president of the Fed- 


eral party, when asked whether the 
members of the party would not leave 
it if they learned that membership in 
volved their church standing, Senor 
Tavera 
replied: 
"They 
probably 


would, if that were true; but I believe 
only a small proportion of the priests 
would exclude people from their 
church privileges for such a reason." 


Hawaiian Exclusion Law. 


San Francisco, Feb. 26.—The ac- 


tions of a small British schooner at 
"Waimea, Hawaii, have directed atten- 
tion to a loophole in the Chinese ex- 
clusion law and the tariff laws, by 
which it is claimed that many Chinese 
and quantities of dutiable goods might 
easily enter that country without the 
knowledge of the customs authorities. 
There are miles of coast on Kauia and 
other islands that cannot be watched 
by the Honolulu custom house force. 
The landing of Chinese from Victoria 
or from China would be an easy mat- 
ter at many points as long as there 
is'no revenue cutter service.

Cubans Impressed. 


Havana, Feb. 26.—The Cuban con- 


stitutional convention met in execu- 
tive session and discussed the ques- 
tion of the future relations between 
Cuba and the United States.
